WHIPPING SINGLED OUT 
BY BERT DONALDSON 


Original Resolution Call- 
ed for Conference to Go 
on Record as Opposed to 
“Inhumane Treatment.” 


By the vote of 54 to 22, which 


followed spirited debate, the North, 


Atlanta district. conference of the 
Methodist church in session Friday at 
Chamblee, Ga., adopted a resolution 
corfdemning flogging in Georgia pris- 
ons and calling for an end to the 
practice. 

The conference also passed a reso- 


lution unanimously upholding the 
18th, or prohibition, amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Debate opened on penal conditions 


and the question of flogging after the 
reading of a resolution presented by a 
special committee composed of Judge 
John 8. Candler, Rev. T. R. Kendall, 
pastor of Inman Park Methodist 
church, and Dr. H C. Howard, of 
Emory university, asking the confer- 
ence to go on record as opposed to 
“inhumane” punishment of prisoners. 


Amendment Offered. 
Bert Donaldson offered an amend- 


ment to urge the state of Georgia to 
banish the lash. Dr. Howard and 
Judge Candler made speeches against 
it and a number of delegates spoke 
in its favor. 


Dr. Howard and Judge Candler con- 


tended that the original resolution was 
inclusive enovgh to cover every pos- 
sible form of corporal punishment, 
Dr. Howard arzued that it would be 
stretching the province of the church 
to undertake in detnil to tell the state 
government what it ought to do. He 
also expressed the fear that to abolish 
the whipping post might-lend en- 
couragement to gnd cause an in- 
crease in ertme. -He declared that 
this has been the experience in some 
other states. 

Mr. Donaldson in reply pictured the 
abuse of whipping as a measure of 
ciscipline and made a strong plec for 
the conference +o single oug and take 


fa stand against it. Rev. W. J. De- 


Bardaleben, pastor of Payne Memorial 
church, and other ministers and lay- 
men, were among those who spoke in 
support of the amendment. 

25 Churches Represented. 

The conference was held in -Pros- 
pect Methodist church, of which Rev. 
Nath Thompson is pastor. Approxi- 
mately twenty-five Churches of the 
North Atlanta district were repre- 
sented by delegates. Rev. W. H. La- 
Prade, presiding elder of the district, 
presided. ‘The conference came to an 
end Friday afternoon after having 
been in session two days. Stone 
Mountain, Ga., was selected as the 
next meeting place. 

Eight young men were licensed to 
preach and two of these were recom- 
mended to the annual conference on 
trial.

WRECKAGE IS STREWN 
OVER FOUR COUNTIES 


Reports Are Slow After 
Wind Leaves Tangle 
of Broken Wires in Its 
Wake. -

Glenwood City, Wis., June 16.— 
Out of a wreckage strewn country- 
side, belated reports trickled tonight 
telling the toll of the tornado that 
swept through sections of four west- 
ern Wisconsin counties last night, 
causing six known deaths, injury to 
100 persons and doing .a- million dol- 
larg damage. | 

Veiled by a terrific rain and hail 


way through. parts. of, eight or ten 
townships, levelling or otherwise dam- 
aged buildings on some 200 farms, kill- 
ing live stock, -uprooting: trees,’ tan- 
gling telephone and telegraph wires 
and damaging growing crops. 

Recurrent reports of many dead,

IN RAILWAY WAGES 


$27,000,000 Taken From 
Incomes of 325,000

SIGNALMEN HEAVIEST 


| HIT UNDER NEW CUT 


Total Reductions Now 
$135,000,000, With Ten 
Railway Unions Busy 
Taking Strike Vote. 


Chicago, June 16.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Pruning nearly $27,- 
000,000 from the annual incomes of 
325,000 -railway employees by cut- 
ting clerks, signalmen and stationary 
} firemen from 2 to 6 cents an hour, the 
railroad labor board today announced 
another wage slash, bringing total re- 
ductions under the board’s orders up 
te $135,000,000 beginning July 1. 
The clerks were cut 3 and 4 cents an 
hour, according to their classifica- 
tions, the signalmen 5 cents and the 
firemen 2 cents. 

Approximately 1,200,000 railway 
emplayees will share the total reduc- 
tion, which has brought vigorous pro- 
test from every union involved and 
will result in a strike vote of ten 
railway labor bodies. The voting ‘al- 
ready is under way in seven unions 
and the three affected by today’s or- 
der are expected to mail their ballots 
immediately. 

Dissenting Opinion. hts 

A dissenting opinion, protesting 
against any reduction, was included 
in the decision, as was the case in 
the two previous cuts for the main- 
tenance of way laborers ayd the shop- 
men.

Phone Girls Escape. 

For telephone girls, who,-the board 
declared, have suffered from impro- 
portionate increases and decreases 
heretofore, the board ordered a mini- 
mum wage of $85 a month with the 
further proviso that any operators 
who receive more than that amount 
shall not suffer any reduction. 

The 12,000 signalmen received the 
heaviest cut of the group, being re- 
duced 5 cents an hour, with helpers 
suffering a 6-cent slash. Signal fore- 
men, assistant ,foremen and inspectors, 
however, escaped with no reduction. 

‘The 5,000 train dispatchers likewise 
escaped a cut, the board declaring the 
nature of their work and their re- 
sponsibility warranting continuance of 
the present rates. 

Stationary engineers, firemen and

Strike Ballots Out. 

Executives of the firemen and oil- 
ers’ union, the signal men and the 
clerks’ brotherhood ,decided at a con- 
‘erence with eight other labor unions 
in Cincinnati last week to issue a 
strike ballot if their wages were re- 
duced. The six shop crafts and the 
maintenance of way unions, also in 
the conference, already have their 
strike vote under way. The other par- 
ticipating union, the telegraphers, did 
not receive a cut and is not expected 
to ballot at this time. A decision cov- 
ering the 75,000 telegraphers will be 
issued by the board lJater. 

Common labor around stations was 
reauced one .cent less than the 5O- 
cent reduction of the maintenance of 
way laborers, recently announced, be- 
cause most of them live in large towns 
and cities, where the cost of living is 
higher and also because ny of the 
laborers are furnished free living quar- 
ters by the roads.

DRY VIEW IN 1921, 
LETTER DISCLOSES 


But Ne ew Treasury Regu- 
lations Issued. Friday 
Make Liquor Sales at 
Sea “Permissible.” 


METHODISTS PUBLISH 
1921 CORRESPONDENCE 


In Which Letters Writ- 
ten at Lasker’s Direction 
Clearly State “Dry” Pol- 
icy of Board.

Washington, June 16.—Sale of 
liquor. on shipping board vessels out- 
side of the three-mile limit is per- 
missible under new treasury regula- 
tions isstied today, according to P. A. 
Vise, general counsel for the prohi- 
bition unit. 

The board of temperance, prohibtion 
and public morals of the Methodist 
Episcopal church interjected a new 
element into the discussions raging 
about the sale of liquor on American 
ships today by making public a let- 
ter written last November by D. E. 
Brundage, then advertising manager 


\of the shipping board, denying that 


liquor ‘was being sold on shipping 
board vessels, Such sale was frank- 
ly acknowledged and defended by 
Chairman Lasker Wednesday in reply- 
ing to the Anheuser-Busch company. 

Solution of the problem, Wayne B, 
Wheeler, general counsel of the anti- 
snioon league, declared tonight, “lies 
ir. excluding all ships that sell liquor 
from American ports.’ Legislation to 
this end is -being considered, he said. 

- Drawn Some Tims. 

The new regulations were not draft- 
ec with the intention of settling the 
question of liquor on shipping board 
vessels, Mr. Vise said, and in fact were 
written before that question arose. As 
drawn, however, he said, they would 
apply equally to~Ameriéan and foreign 
sips in permitting intoxicating sea 
stores within the three-mile limit under 
the custams regulations, which provide 
that while in American ports all lig- 
uors on board a ship must be sealed up. 

Amending the former regulations, 
the new rules were issued “pursuant 
ie an opinion of Acting Attorney-Gen- 
etal Nebeker, dated February 14, 1921, 
affirmed by Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty, June. 30, 1921, and the decision 
of the United States supreme court in 
Grogan vs. Walker and the Anchor 
Line vs. Aldridge, rendered May 15, 
1922.” The new regulations, which 
become effective today, provide for the 
seiZure of* beverage liquor when in 
transit through the United States. 

“It is unlawful,” the regulations said 
“to transport liquor for beverage pur- 
poses, including in transit shipments 
from one foreign country to the same 
ov another foreign country, in or 
through Ameritan territory, either by 
land or water and even thoygh the 
liquor be not landed in this country 
and such liquor so transported in or 
through American territory will be 
subject to preseeution. No permit for 
such transportation can be issuéd.” 

Here is “Joker.” 

After providing for the transporta- 
tion of non-beverage liquor, the regu- 
lutions stated that “liquors properly 
sisted as sea stores and liquors shown 
by the shipping papers and vessel's 
enanifest to be and actually destined 
te a foreign country and going forward 
on the same vessel as that on which 
they arrived are excepted from the 
provisions of this-section and will be 
subject only to customs regulations.” 

This latter provision, according to 

Mr. Viser, through which foreign pas- 
senger liners evaded the results of the 
supreme court's decision holding iu 
trensit shipmenits of beverage liquor 
illegal. Shipping board vessels would 
be entitled to the same treatment, he 
declared. 

It was freely predicted tonight at 
prohibition headquarters, however, that 
an early opinion would be forthcoming 
from Attorney-General Daugherty 
dfinitely ruling on the question of 
liquor on American ships. 

Methodist Complaint. 


The Methodist board said the ship- 
ping board's attention was called by 
Walter F. Ballinger, of Philadelphia, 
to United States Mail Line-advertise- 
ments in The Paris Daily Mail, and 
in the Paris edition of The Chicago 
Tribune specifically stating that 
“Choice wines and liquers” were avail- 
able aboard vessels of the line.

“Entering on New Era,”

New York, June 1.—President 
Harding has,a “cheerful and thor- 
oughly confident veiw” of the busi- 
ress future. 

He sent this message to bankers 
gathered at the 110ih anniversary 
dinner of the National City bank here 


Friday night. 
“There are multiplying and grati- 


fying’ evidences that we are entering 
upon a new era in our own com- 
mercial affairs,”” said the president, 
“and in our relations with the rest of 
the world, in which very proper re- 
wards will come to those who have 
thus devoted themselves to the na- 
tional interest. 

“All of che testimonials which come 
to me regarding the business situation 
and outlook, justify a cheerful and 
thoroughly confident view of the 
things immediately before us.” 

Praise for Banks. 

The president said he bad no doubt 
Comptroller of the Currency Cris- 
singer, who spoke at the dinner, 
“would make fitting acknowledgment 
ef the century and more of fine co 
operation between the bank and the 
netional. government.” 

“The National City bank and its 
offiliated inturests have béen potent 
factors in efforts for extension of 
American financial and commercial 
influence- throughout the world,” said 
the president. 

Crissinger, after felicitating the 
bank, and telling of its co-operation 
with the government, expressed the 
wish that there might be a program 
of education, through which the “peo- 
ple could learn more of these co- 
operations bétween government and 
the agencies of organized finance,”

THE PERILS OF BENZOL, 

Since the,war a new solvent has 
been introduced in the rubber goods 
manufacturing. (tires, footwear,. rub; 
ber hose, etc.), certain, processes of 
straw hat manufacture, the making of 
sealing mixtures for tin cans, as a 
solvent for fabrikoid and to some ex- 
tent as a:substitute for gasoline in 
motor ehgine fuel.. This new solvent 
is benzene or benzo, and it is a poison 
cometimes producing swift death when 
inhaled in vapér or fumes. It is a 
coal tar distillate, and is not to be 
‘confused with the well known petro- 
.eum distillate calied benzin, which is 
practically innocuous. This instance, 
cited by Dr. Alice Hamilton, who is 
,2 leading authority on industrial hy- 
‘giene, illustrates tae potency of ben- 
ZO 


“In one of the great steel mills of 
Pennsylvania,’ two men were sent to 
change coils in a benzene (benzol> 
tank.which had been thoroughly blown 
out with steam. One of-them was not 
affected at all; the other was over- 
come by the fumes and died.” 

And here is another instance which 
Dr. Adams cites in her report on the 
i:g in American industry :” 

“Even greater precautions had been 
taken in an English tank car which 
hed been emptied of benzene, washed 
with water, ‘then steamed out, then 
left for 24 hours fuil of water, washed 
out twice,: boiled for 12 -hours, and 
finally left for-10 days with the 16- 
inch manhole open. Nevertheless, the 
man whd was sent in collapsed; and 
alfhough he was pulled out in time, 
one of his rescuers died,” 

_A-man ,went to fhe top of a still 
in,a benzene refining plant in New 
Jersey to find out what was wrong. 
‘There was a bdd leak, he was over- 
come by the fumes and fainted, and 
although it. was only two or three 
minutes before two other men res- 
cued him, he was meribund. Both of 
‘his fescuers. fainted’ but were re- 
vived. A workma.. in a Pennsylvania 
plant relied upoy a Draeger helmet 
to protect him when he entered a ben- 
zene tank, but was overcome by the 
fumes and died. Before any man may 
safely enter a tank in which benzene 
has been, rome white mice ghould be 
used to test the air in the, tank; if 
thé mice ‘survive’ when lowered to the 
lottom, then it is safe for the ‘man to 
enter, not before. | '

Moreover, the larger pay- 
ment Germany makes France in goods, 
the smaller sale of British goods will 
take place in the French market, ‘Thug 
every direct and ‘indirect interest of 
Britain is served by the reduetion of 
the sum of German intebtedness, 

As to Belgium; under the Treaty of 
Versaillles and other agreements Bel- 
gium is entitled to priority for her 
share of German reparations, She 
will get hers first and the more the 
total is reduced the larger the chance 
of German payment and thus Belgian 
profit. There you have the explana- 
tion of the Belgian support of the 
minority or British position. Self-in- 
terest in both cases, perfectly legiti-

Case of Italy. 

. Now the case of Italy is slightly 
different. Italy gets 10 per cent of 
spe reparations total against 22 for 

titain and 8 for Belgium, but 
she has no priority claim. There- 
fore her claim is relatively insignifi- 


cant, less than half of _ her 
indebtedness to Britain, France 
and the United States. Her 


interest is in the cancellation of all 
debts, German and allied alike. She 
i: bitterly bostile to France, who has. 
the large ciaim; her economic inter- 
ests are ,with Germany, not with 
France, ahd German economic recov- 
ery will benefit her greatly. 

To put the thing quite baldly, Brit- 
ain.and Italy are far more interested 
in the .ecOnomi¢é recovery of Germany 
than of France. There is more profit 
for both in such a recovery, and polit- 
ical feeling in part colors the Italian 
sentiment. Belgium gets hers first 
and is not asked to make a reduction, 
so she naturally sides with Britain 
and Italy. 

Looking at the French situation, on 
the other hand, France is -entitled to 
a little more more than $17,000,000,- 
000 from Germany. She has al- 
ready expended on this same ‘account 
for war restorations, mainly in the dev- 
vstated area, some $8,000,000,000, 
end she is just issuing a domestic loan 
of $2,000,000,000 for the same pur-' 
pose. In addition she owes more than 
$6,000,000,000 to her allies, Britain 
and the United States. Aside from the 
charges incident to this burden, inci- 
dent to reconstruction, she has bal- 
anced her budget. 

From the French point of view the 
situation today is this: Germany did 
the devastation which France has ef- 
pended or will shortly expend $10,-

of property, but as a result of French 
efforts in the common cause. In this 
situation the French refuse to permit 
v reduction of the total cf indemni- 
ties, insisting tbat any reduction most 
be accompanied by a scaling down 
of French indebtedness to her allies. 

Finally the French point out that 
no reduction would be accompanied 
by any guarantee that Germany would 
pay the smaller sum. They suy, quite 
correctly, that they have already 
agreed to several reductions both in 
the sum of reparations and in the 
amount of annual payments; _ they 
Lave even agreed recently tc a mer 
atorium, yet despite these concessions 
Germany has not turned over to 
France a single france on account of 
reparations, after~ three years. 
France can raise $10.000,000,000 
within her own territory to pay 
the costs ef reconstruction, why 
cannot Germany, which las no dev- 
astated area, has a targe population 
and had a greater wealth before the 
war, at least make a similar effort? 

France Standing Firm. 

The notion that France can be per- 
sunded to«change her point of view 
rects upon the assumption that the 
French will see their own interests 
fz these interests are vieywed by peo- 
pie who have a pé¢fsonal interest in 
bringing about a reversal of the 
French attitude. But so far. the 
I'rench have not been persuaded, they 
see the ‘personal interest of their ad- 
visers, they see, with some. bitterness, 
ea policy of moderation advocated for 
Germany by natiofs who, as credi- 
tors of France, decline to adopt sim- 
ilur moderation. 

But, patently, . settlement § waits 
upon satisfying or persuading France 
-—— coercion is out of the question, since 
coercion, in the last analysis, means 
war and no one desires to _ fight 
France or possesses the necessary in- 
struments. Moreover, to press France 
109 hard would mean to insure French 
action against Germany, which would 
only worsen the general world eco- 
nomic situation, which is disturbed 
enough, as it is. 


Such are the fundamental elements | 


in the present deadlock; they have 
persisted unchanged ever since the 
signing of the treaty of Versailles, 
which expressly gave to France the 
things she now asks as a matter of 
justice. Of course if the French will 
only back down a solution is simple, 
but so far they have refused and, to 
judge by present sentiment in France, 
they are unlikely to change as long 
as they see all their interest on one 
side and all that of their advisers and 
of their enemy@n the other. In any 
event it is quite clear France means 
to “stand pat” until America’s hand 
is shown in the forthcoming discussion 
of debt funding in Washington.

Ww x were the deepest respect 
for the opinion of the Columbia ed- 
ucational authorities, there seem to 
me to be certain palpable errors in 
their recommendations as they are be- 
ing interpreted. In the first place, 
while the center of population for the 
present: students of the girls’ high 
school may indeed indicate Capitol 
avenue or Grant’ Park. as a suitable 
section for the location of a permanent 
building, yet for any building which 
may serve the city for fully half a 
century, it seems an utter mistake 
not to regard, even. more closely, the 


bundling tendencies: of that city. I 
agree fully with ‘those opponents of the 
Capitol ~ avenue-Vanida~ site, who 


maintain that it. igs unsuitable to ouild 
a white high school so close to prop 
erty permanently deeded-and given over 
to the education of negroes and 80 
forming a necessary center for-a ne- 
gro population. In the same way, the 
comparative proximity of*the Grant 


owned by ‘the government and used 
for the federal prison meang that it 
will never be the center of home de- 
velopment of. a certain kind, the kind 
from which high school students nor- 
mally come, . 

Another point overlooked in _ the 
recommendations .seems to me to 
be the fact we.have only a 
half day school .system in Atlanta. 
The object of an especially large tract 
of ground and a high scheol site is pri- 
marily for out of door” recreational 
facilities. Now our high schools have 
only a half hour recess daily, and the 
gain from having this recess out of 
doors will be more than offset, in 
most instances, by an additional bur- 
den of 20 to 30 minutes a day in go- 


outlying district. 

To my mind, the best site yet sug- 
gested is the Washington street one, 
on the old Governor Brown property, 
half of which the city already pos- 
sesses. And I am quick to add that I 
own no foot of ground anywhere in 
that vicinity. 

Build a city type high school of 
several stories on the upper half of this 
block. Keep the lower half free, until 
it is needed, and use it as an athletic 
field and _ playground. Moreover, 
cover the whole structure wifh a rovf 
garden and let this be an our-of-door 
playgréund in bad weather. By doiug 
this, [ fee] sure that tennis and baz- 
ketball courts can both be provided 
and open air facilities for play be 
given the students; yet all, whether 
on basketball teams or whether tennis 
players, may be spared a burden of 
thirty to forty minutes daily in reach- 
ing some remote, high school site such 
as has been suggested. When the city 
has grown so large that one city 
block cannot accommodate a big 
enough building for its’ girls’ high 
school, it will logically require, not 
more space, but two or more. schools, 
located in different parts of the city. 
Had we an all day school system, the 
problem would be quite different, and 
we might be justified in seeking a 
country location because of its addi- 
tional athletic opportunity. 

In the same way, I deeply regret to 
see our boys’ high school built on a 
miserably swampy block, totally with- 
out transportation facilities and un- 
derlaid, if I am not mistaken, by one 
of the main-trunk sewers of our city. 
We shall pay for this location, I be- 
lieve, with poisoned water or poison- 
ed air, and, some day, with a possi- 
ble epidemic that ft will be toa late to 


i 


its northern end, there is a magnifi- 
cent site for a public building, and this 
part of the park is sip unused 
and unknown to the park visitors. 
Here we could have an edifice crown- 
ing a height, where, from the time of 
the Greek Acropolis down, wise build- 
ers have placed beautiful buildings. 
The lack of knowledge that put our 
county court house down a hill and 
jour Carnegie library sliding down- 
wards is a sad commentary on our de- 
ficiency in the sense of proportion 
and suitable location. If this Tenth 
street site is irrevocably acquired, why 
could it not be exchanged r the 
north end of the park I have indica- 
tel? Planted in trees and used for 
open air purposes only, it would do 
but a fraction of the harm possible to 
a concentrated population of several 
hundred students; daily. 

Atlanta is a gteat city with a tem- 
perament all its own, a temperament 
full of energy and of both wise and 
unwise ambition. But it is piteous- 
ly lacking in a sense of the beautiful 
as a municipality.. With -this bond 
money we should build beautiful. build- 
ings and place them wisely, for they 
will be @sed ‘by and will be an object 
lesson to several] generations to come.

“The extreme utterance of partisan 
bias to the effect that the board does 
not give full consideration to the evi- 
dence submitted to it would be dis- 
couraging were it not for knowledge 
of the fact that euch utterances evince 
merely a spasmodic relapse into the 
old system of bluff and bluster that 
entered so largely into the adjovrn- 
ment of railway labor disnutes before 
adjudication supplanted force.” 

On the other hand, the decision 
stated the board had given “careful 
consideration” to the employee’s tes- 
timony on family budgets and stand- 
ards of living, but declared much of it 
was “hizhly theoretical and of but 
little value.” 

Dissenting Opinion. 

The dissenting opinion took the ma- 
jority to task for the cut and de- 
clared there could be “no question 
that very great pressure had been 
brought to bear on the board from 
different sources, making it difficult 
to consider the case on its merits.”

Joe Hodges Finds It Easy to 
Make Escape From Ju- 
venile Home. 


A sensational escape was made from 
the juvenile detention home Friday 
morning by fifteen-year-old Joe 
Hodges, who, detectives declare, has a 
long criminal record, and who was 
being held in connection with the al- 
leged theft of an automobile. 

Young Hodges, ‘who had been con- 
fined for three days at police station 
under a odianket charge of suspicion, 
was arrested by City Detectives H.

Twice before he is cred- 
ited with having escaped from prison, 
one time soing to Virginia where, it 
is alleged, he “hoboed” around for 
several months, later returning to At- 
lanta.

Most sweets must be abandoned 
and in their place, fruit can be eaten 
raw or eooked—all fruit but bananas 
and grapes. Pies, puddings, tarts, 
cakes, fancy. pastry, all such delicacies 
are forbidden, they are all very fat- 
tening. Sugar, cream and butter must 
go too—and foods cooked in lard or 
oil or biitter or foods with thick 
cream sauces.

One of the state senators from New: 
Orleans, who represents his district in 
the legislature, makes this statement: 

“The way betting on horse races is 
now operated is not gambling.” 


He is right—righter than a golden 
guinea—but not in the way he means 
it. No one, not even the supreme 
court jurists who declared that oral 
betting is not in violation of the law, 
has any idea that betting is not 
gambling. I have a friend, a very 
earnest, conscientious man, who 
wagers on horse races and who justi- 
fies himself in so doing by quoting 
three decisions of old English courts to 
the effect that certain wagers were 
not gambles. He eases his conscience 
in order to ease his pocketbook. 

But wagering, as conducted at New 
Orleans last winter, was not gambling; 
it was plain, downright thievery of the 
worst sort—crooked races, dictated by 
crooked gamblers, It was one of the 
best organized systems of plain swind- 
ling ever devised. The results of races 
were dictated in advance by a powerful 
group operating from New York be- 
fore which track owners, horse owners 
and other powers, even the political 
powers of New Orleans, were helpless. 

Many otherwise honest men were 
placed in the position of helplessness 
before the wer of this organized 
group possessing enough money to ma- 
nipulate racing, to handle jockeys and 
trainers.

There is evidence that the same 
group planned to raid the New York 
tracks this summer, but that revela- 
tions and the acute situation in New 
Orleans has scared them off for the 
time being at least.

The person who is neither overconfi- 
dent nor overanxious is rare in golf as 
in anything else. Miss Collett thus 
far has not taken golf overseriously, 
nor has she permitted her desire to 
win to spoil ber enjoyment of the 
sport.

Miss Collett spoke more truly than 
she knew, perhaps, for this “indiffer- 
ence” of which she speaks not only 
helps her own game, but it is one of 
the most certain goat-getters in the 
world. A man or woman playing in 
deadly earnest against any one who 
seems not to care whether they win 
or lose feels it, and if that air of not 
giving a darn persists the. opponent is 
almost certain to go to pieces or at 
least to feel irritation, annoyance and 
go off his game, 

This is more true in golf, in billiards 
and in tennis than in other games, as 
the idea of individual contest enters 
more into them’ .In boxing the fact 1s 
noticeable that if one-man appears 
calm or almost contemptuous the other 
is most liable to lose his head and start 
boxing wildly. Even in baseball the 


air of confidence in ability to win, or. 


holding an opponent cheap, almost al- 
ways makes the opposing team play 
below its real ability. 

To desire to win is all right, but 
the moment one becomes overdesirous 
the result is what in golf is called 
‘pressing’ —and of all the elementa 
that go to make for bad golf, pressing 
is the worst.

STOCKS SUFFER 


SHARP. DECLINES 


New York, 16.—Recent acute 
unsettlement in the stock market made 
further progress today, prices of many 
speculative issues again breaking 
sharply after an early period in which 
the list was disposed to make up some 
of its lost ground. 

Liquidation differed from that of 
yesterday and the early period of the 
week ‘in that it was directed more 
generally against the low priced rails, 
a majority of the food specialties, 
minor motors and several of the mati 
order and chain store issues. 

Texas and Pacific fell almost four 
points on a string of offerings. St. 
Louis southwestern preferred, Wheel- 
ing and Lake Brie prefered, Lake 
Erie and Western, Rock Island, At- 
lantic Coast Line and several promi- 
nent transcontinentals were lower by 
1 to 2 1-2 poins. 

Elsewhere the reversal affected 
gross declines of 1 to 3 points, chemi- 
cals, secondary equipments, coppers, 
textiles and tobacco easing as ‘“‘stop 
loss” orders were uncovered. 

Almost the one constructive stock 
of the day was Mexican Petroleum, 
which gained 8 1-2 points to the high 
record of 143'1-4. The bureau went 
far to restore confidence in the general 
list, losses in a number of instances 
being materially reduced at the close. 
Sales amounted té 1,075,000 shares, 

Continued ease of call money rates 
was a negative influence, being based 
on the light inquiry. The opening 
rate of 8 1-% per cent was shaded to 3 
per cent in the afternoon, but no re- 


‘\jeaxation was shown in time funds, 


such accommodations holding firm in 
expectation of another expansion of 
clearing house loans. 

Foreign exchanges reflected more 
clearly the unsettled state of economic 
conditions abroad. Sterling fell 1 1-2 
cents, allied remittances lost 6 to 10 
points, neutrals were lower by 8 to 
10 points and the Austria rate de- 
veloped further weakness on cables 
which offered little hope of an early 
Joan to that country.

THREE ELECTROCUTED 
IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Columbia, S. C., June 16.—S. J. 
Kirby, Jesse Gappins ahd C. O. Fox 
were electrocuted at the peniten- 
tiary this morming shortly after 6 
o'clock for she murder of William 
Brazell, Columbia :taxi driver, near 
— on the night Sf August 7, 
ast. - 

The trio went to their deaths sing- 
ing and praying. Kirby went first 
and he feigned insanity and tried to 
get his hands from the straps. The 
officers told him he had better take 
it easy but a second time he slipped 
his hands from the straps., Then 
four guards tvok hold of him Srcibly ; 
the straps were made tighter than 
usual, and the current was sent 
through his body, the man being de- 
prived, because of contryiy behavior, 
of the privilege of making a last 
statement. Gappins went second and 
Fox last, the entire procedure con- 
suming forty minutes. Fox and Gap- 
rins made last statements in which 
they warned young men against bad 
vompany evil conduct. 

The penitentiary took the curious 
by surprise, and staged the execu- 
tions at an early hour instead of 
noon as is usual. This is the first 
time a white man has been exe-. 
cuted in this state since 1913, and 
it is the first time three men were 
ever electrocuted in the state the 
same day. 

The three men were convicted last 
September 14 of the murder of Wil- 
liam Brazell, a young taxi driver of 
Columbia. They were first sentenced 
to die October 21, but appeals, which 
were never perfected, caused post- 
ponement of the date and made resen- 
tencing necessary.
